AMERICAN  - GROWN  ANTIRRHINUM  SEED 

For  fourteen  years,  or  more,  I kave  been  growing  and  cross-breeding  Antirrhinums.  During  all  this 
time  I kave  been  impressed  witk  tke  unsatisfactory  results  obtained  from  seed,  as  grown  by  present  methods. 
In  tke  course  of  my  work  I kave  found  tke  seed  to  vary,  in  percentage  true  to  description,  from  2%  to  60%, 
witk  a probable  average  of  about  35%. 

All  who  kave  watched  tke  trend  in  jloricultural  matters,  will  agree,  I believe,  that  tke  Antirrhinum 
is  rapidly  coming  into  popular  favor,  owing  largely  to  tke  improved  varieties  offered.  When  flowers  of 
improved  kinds  are  retailed  for  $5.00  per  dozen,  as  they  kave  been,  in  New  York  and  Boston,  tke  past 
three  winters,  it  is  pretty  good  evidence  that  tke  public  is  ready  to  welcome  anything  really  good  in 
snapdragons.  But  improved  varieties  are  not  wholly  satisfactory  to  tke  grower  unless  a large  percentage  of 
tke  seed  purchased  produces  flowers  true  to  type  and  color. 

At  tke  request  of  two  or  three  prominent  seedsmen,  I kave  agreed  to  grow  a quantity  of  seed  of 
varieties  of  my  ov?n  origination  (and  of  which  seed  has  never  before  been  offered)  and  also  of  tke  best  new 
and  standard  kinds  of  other  American  and  European  plant  breeders.  Tke  list,  for  1915,  as  far  as  completed, 
is  enclosed. 


THE  FLETCHER  WAY  OF  GROWING  SEED 

A quantity  of  all  tke  varieties  is  grown  in  tke  greenhouses  for  winter  flowers.  From  each  variety 
tke  two  or  three  best  plants  are  selected,  as  nearly  perfect  in  habit  and  color  of  flower  as  possible.  From 
these  selected  plants  enough  cuttings  are  propagated  for  tke  seeding  beds  out  of  doors.  Thus  we  are  growing 
seed  only  from  tke  two  or  three  most  perfect  plants  of  each  variety,  instead  of  from  a bed  of  seedling  plants, 
from  which  a few  of  tke  poorest  plants  kave  been  “rogued,” — tke  present  method.  Tke  plants  for  seed  go 
into  tke  ground  outside  about  May  1 st,  enabling  us  to  gather  seed  and  make  deliveries  in  September,  in  time 
for  tke  gardener  and  florist  trade.  At  tke  time  of  flowering  each  bed  is  covered  witk  cheese  cloth,  to 
prevent  any  cross-fertilization  by  insects.  We  believe  that  by  this  method  we  can  produce  tke  purest  and 
best  Antirrhinum  seed  ever  offered.  Will  you  kelp  us  to  put  it  in  tke  hands  of  tke  thousands  of  people 
already  interested  in  this  beautiful  flower? 


Tke  seed  will  be  put  up  only  in  sealed  packets,  containing  250  seeds  or  more.  Tke  retail  price  will 
be  25c.  per  packet,  vJith  usual  discount  to  seedsmen  only.  Half  packets,  containing  one-kalf  quantity,  to 
retail  at  1 5c.  can  be  supplied,  if  desired.  Our  seed  envelopes  are  small  and  intended  to  be  enclosed  in  tke 
regular  envelope  of  tke  dealer.  On  tke  face  is  printed  only  tke  name  of  variety.  Tke  seal  on  back  is 
lettered:  “ Fletcher’s  Antirrhinums,  1916.”  This  year  tke  quantity  of  seed  grown  will  be  limited  and, 

to  ensure  acceptance,  we  advise  early  orders.
